Our facilities for spreading 
the gospel are vastly improved; our 
ministers are better informed; the op- 
position in the world filed has soften- 
ed ;and there is generally more under- 
standing and good will. This should 
mean the enlargement of our borders 
and a harvest of souls. Shall we not 
now highly resolve to take advantage 
of this favorable climate to sow and 
reap with all our might till the days 
of reaping shall be over — to go far- 


What do you care that the world’s in a mess, 
There’s really no reason for living, you guess. 
The Savior still lives, and continues to bless; 
And He’s looking directly at you! 


What do you care that your calling is tough, 
Attendance is slack, and the going is rough. 
God’s grace is sufficient, and more than enough;

ther and faster with a gospel that is 
both full and balanced, and with a 
testimony that is at once Scriptural 
and on fire. 

This optimistic view of the future 
is conditional, of course, In fact, the 
vision of fruitful gardens by crystal 
waters could turn out to be a disap- 
pointing mirage. Lessened pressure 
from without could carry in its bosom 
the seeds of tragic decline; with ap- 
position relaxed we could find our- 
selves with flabby spiritual muscles 
and a bulging ego. It is, therefore,

my firm conviction that right now, 
in the midst of growth and prosperity, 
we should definitely re-sell ourselves 
the principles and motivations that 
made this work forge ahead when the 
world and organized religion had bar- 
ricaded the roadways. Personalities 
may change, but not principles. 


I see no reason for the rather gen- 
eral conviction that revival move- 
ments should be expected to reach 
their crest in a few years and then 
gradually recede. On the other hand, 
I see no hope of continuing a revival 
by organization and ballyhoo when 
the spirit of brokenness and contribu- 
tion no longer prevails. 


Our church fellowship is the prod- 
uct of a truly great revival — a latter- 
rain outpouring of the Holy Spirit 
has played a great part in flattening 
out the wave of last-days humanistic 
opposition to historic Bible religion. 
The fires of evangelical, Holy Ghost 
salvation must be kept burning. For 
us there must be no retreat from the 
full message or the high standards 
that have been ours from the very 
beginning of this Pentecostal visita- 
tion. Any departure from fundamen- 
tal principles or from our first love is 
a call for deep repentance. May the 
God of the burning bush and the 
tongues of fire stir us and keep us 
burning till the day dawns and the 
shadows flee away. 


We have sailed through some rath- 
er rough seas in the past, and the fu- 
ture is not without its perils. I am 
reminded of the warning message of 
Paul to the Ephesian elders concern- 
ing grievous wolves that would enter 
in — “not sparing the flock.” Contin- 
uing, he used thase tragic words, 
“Also of your own selves shall men 
arise, speaking perverse things to 
draw away disciples after them.” 
Sobering words, these! 


A half century of struggle and sac- 
rifice is behind the modern Pente- 
costal revival, and the aggressive, mili- 
tant spirit that characterized the work 
of the pioneers has not spent itself. 
Great days are AHEAD OF US, pro- 
vided we continue to build according 
to the Scriptural pattern, and to be 
actuated by motives that are truly 
Christian,

Throughout 
the intervening time, work on the 
publication has progressed steadily, 
even though it has not always been 
rapid. Originally it was planned to 
prepare the book as a surprise to our 
Superintendent W. T. Gaston. When 
God saw fit to call Brother Gaston 
home last August 26, it was decided to 
proceed with the book as something 
of a memorial tribute to him, and also

W. T. Gaston, District Events, Per- 
sonalities, Bethany Bible College, Dis- 
trict Departments, and Our Churches. 
Every section will be comprised of an 
album of significant pictures along 
with an informative and authoritative 
narrative. 

To publish a book of this calibre is 
proving no small project. The budget 
requires an income of $3,350 and that 
calls for the sales of a good many 
books and a good many ads. At this 
time the advertising section is. closed 
and it is already committed to the 
printers, so our drive is to sell books. 
Our contract with the printer requires 
that all the books are paid for before 
any are delivered, so we must make 
our budget now if weve to enjoy our 
Chronicles. 

The publication date will likely be 
sometime in September, and at that 
time books will be mailed to all who 
have ordered them. It is important 
that all the friends who have intended 
to buy a book “sooner or later” do so 
NOW. 

It is our hope that the Chronicle 
will minister among us in the District 
to help to bring us together in mutual 
understanding by pointing out our 
worthy backgrounds and our common 
heritage. Old-timers will certainly 
want a book (we hope many will be 
pleasantly surprised when they find 
themselves in it), and newcomers will 
find the book a must to orient them- 
selves in our midst.

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PENTECOSTAL GLORY! 


“Ask ye of the Lord rain in the time 
of the latter rain; so the Lord shall 
make bright clouds, and give them 
showers of rain to every one grass in 
the field. For the idols have spoken 
vanity, and the diviners have seen a 
lie, and have told false dreams; they 
comfort in vain: therefore they went 
their way as a flock, they were trou- 
bled, because there was no shepherd.” 
Zechariah 10:1, 2. 


F all the Old Testament 
prophets, Zechariah 
had the widest vision of 


the future and he could say more in 
a few short words than most of us 
could say in a multitude of words. 
Here as he looks out across the an- 
nals of time he sees a particular event 
about to happen. As it comes to his 
vision he begins to prophesy about it. 
In the first verse of our text he tells 
us wat to do, and in the second verse 
he tells us why we should do it. He 
sets down two reasons why we should 
pray for this latter rain of Pentecostal 
glory. First, “Your idols have spoken 
vanities’, and second, “The diviners 
have seen a lie”, 

An idol is anything we set up to 
worship in the place of God. It can 
be a graven image moulded by the 
hands of man, or it can be only in the 
heart of the individual. Today in 
America we have few pagan temples 
with stone or gold idols, and yet in 
the hearts of many of the American 
people are idols they have set up 
which they put before God, their Cre- 
ator. Some men have money and its 
attainment as their goal in life, oth- 
ers have man’s applause as their ob- 
jective, still others have security as 
their god. Our text says that these 
false gods have only spoken vanities. 
There is no satisfaction in these things 
because they are wrong objectives and 
can bring no real peace or joy to the 
heart. 

You and I know people today in the 
community where we live who dress 
so smart and have so much of this 
world’s goods and anyone looking at 
them would think they are happy and 
someone they would desire to be like. 
But if we would look beneath that 


veneer we would find they are long-

ing for something that is real and that 
will satisfy them. If we could stop 
them and look inside their heart we 
would find a vacuum, where God 
should be filling their life. But there 
they are today, seeking in the gods of 
worldly possessions, beauty, and pop- 
ularity, the things they can find only 
in the living God. 

Our text shows another way in 
which men seek to find peace — “the 
diviners have seen a lie”. In this I 
see the inadequacy of any religion 
other than the gospel of Christ can 
transform our life. The diviners here 
represent false priests and prophets 
of Zechariah’s day. They would be 
the so-called ministers of our day who 
are blind leaders of the blind, and the 
gospel they preach is not a gospel of 
deliverance for soul and body as was 
the message of the apostles, but their 
messages only tickle the ears of the 
hearers and would lull them to sleep 
in their sins. 

The religions of today remind me of 
a great gateway I heard someone 
speaking about. He said it was a 
magnificent structure, but when you 
went through it, it only led to an emp- 
ty, bare, cold court. So it is with the 
great churches and denominations 
that do not preach the born again ex- 
perience. They have great buildings 
and dead creeds, but once we pass 
through the portals of their cere- 
monies we find there is nothing there 
but an empty court, and they only 
leave us with a vacant life. The Bible 
says that these diviners only comfort 
in vain, they offer you no peace for 
the sin question that is burdening our 
heart. 

Palestine, in the day our text was 
written, had two rainy seasons. The 
first one was at the time of the plant- 
ing of the crops. It was given so the 
ground would be prepared properly 
for the seeds, so they would receive 
the right foods to grow. Then just 
before the time of harvest there would 
be a second rain. This was given to 
mature the grain, to give it the final 
touch and prepare it for harvest. All

looked for and depended upon this 
latter rain, for without it the harvest 
would be incomplete. 

In about thirty-three A.D. a group 
of people were in an upper room in 
the city of Jerusalem. They were 
there in obedience to the command 
of our Lord. As they prayed, sudden- 
ly there was a rushing mighty wind 
sent from God, and they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost. This was the 
first rain from Heaven given for the 
planting of the Church. Without this 
rain there could have been no Church, 

At the turn of our century Chris- 
tians all across the world began to 
hunger for the deeper things of God. 
At this time there were no Pentecostal 
Assemblies; there was no Assemblies 
of God Organization. But God had 
people that were hungry for Him in 
many denominations. As these folks 
prayed and called on God for revival 
and for power in their lives, almost 
simultaneously all over the world, 
these people began receiving the Bap- 
tism of the Holy Spirit with speaking 
in tongues as evidence. God raised 
people up from every denomination 
and walk of life, to form our present 
day Pentecostal movements. God 
poured out this latter rain to prepare 
the church for harvest time when the 
Lord Jesus will break the clouds of 
glory and we, His blood-washed 
saints, leave this world to be forever 
with Him. 

Today there is a river of living wa- 
ter that flows from the throne of God 
to our lives. God is earnestly desiring 
to send this Pentecostal blessing to 
every life and congregation that will 
call on His name. Today God wiil 
come into our lives or our churches 
and change them from dry desert 
places where indifference and insin- 
cerity have sway, to a watered oasis 
where God the Holy Spirit moves and 
blesses and refreshes. 

The same power that touched men. 
nineteen hundred years ago can touch 
us now. Today, as then, it can cause 
His ministers to become flames of fire 
across the pages of history. Let us 
therefore be submissive and receive 
anew the power and glory and anoint- 
ing that belong to this Pentecostal 
way.

PACIFIC MISSIONARY VILLAGE. 


Pacific Missionary Village will be 
under construction when you receive 
this issue of Glad Tidings Magazine. 
You recall that the Annual District 
Council at San Francisco last Febru- 
ary authorized the Executive Officers 
of the District to purchase a plot of 
about ten acres, immediately adjacent 
to Bethany Park, on one acre of which 
the first five houses of the Missionary 
Village were to be built. 

This purchase has been consummat- 
ed, and the houses are under construc- 
tion. Another acre adjacent to the 
first is also being reserved for further 
Missionary homes. And the rest of 
the ten acre plot has been subdivided 
into lots, and from all of them there 
is a beautiful view of Scott’s Valley, 
and on across the Monterey Bay to 
Monterey, Pacific Grove, and to the 
Big Sur Mountains on clear days. The 
sale of these beautiful lots farther up 
the hill will help finance the purchase 
of the ground on which the missionary 
homes are being built. 

There will be five homes: one a 
three bedroom house, a two bedroom 
home, and three one bedroom homes 
Thus we will be able to accommodate 
various sizes of missionary families. 
When the homes are built, then the 
Women’s Missionary Councils of 
Northern California and Nevada Dis- 
trict, assisted by those of other Pacific 
Coast Districts, will be decorating 
and furnishing them, They have some 
most attractive plans — all new fur- 
niture, lovely modern appliances, with 
lots of closet and storage space for the 
missionaries trunks and boxes. 

In locating these houses on the 


grounds, they are being so spaced 
and placed on terraces that a full 
view of the valley is enjoyed from 
each home. They will be California 
Ranch Homes, with individual styling. 
If you wish to assist in the furnishing 
of these homes, please get in touch

A little over $25,000 cash is in the 
fund for the building of these five 
homes. At today’s building costs, 
anyone knows that it would be im- 
possible to build these houses for that 
amount of money. But it will be made 
possible by the volunteer labor being 


offered by many of our men from all © 


over the district. They will be com- 
ing in every Saturday for a day’s work. 
Or you can come Friday evening, and 
housing will be provided over night, 
and meals on Saturday. Skilled men 
in the building trades are especially 
needed, but any man who can help 
as a laborer is also needed. 

Another feature of interest is the 
possibility of building additional 
homes in the future which can be 
used by missionaries and ministers for 
retirement. A number of missionaries 
and ministers are inquiring about this 
feature. Some want to build their 
own home ,use it the balance of their 
life, then leave it to the Village Corpo- 
ration for the use of others after they 
are through with it. Others are in- 
quiring about giving a sum of money 
to help build such retirement homes,

DEPENDENT INDEPENDENTS

THE FAMILIAR TERM “VOLUNTARY CO- 
operative fellowship” may sound weak 
and ambiguous to some, but it is a 
working basis which has brought to- 
gether hundreds of thousands of Pen- 
tecostal believer in a mighty full gos- 
pel crusade. The strongest bonds 
this world can know are love and mu- 
tual respect. The cohesive powers of 
a voluntary cooperative fellowship 
are love and respect for God and for 
one another. Fellowship is reciprocal, 
and anyone who fails to contribute 
his share must forfeit his right to its 
benefits. 

Anything which is assembled to ef- 
fect a working combination is an or- 
ganization, whether it be the parts of 
a machine, the organs of the human 
body, or a group of persons. Because 
it is an organization is it then evil? 

Among Christian leadership are 
those self-styled “ndependents” who 
decry organization, but, nevertheless, 
they are quick to take advantage of 
its facilities and capitalize on its prog- 
ress. It is a misnomer. There is no 
real independent person. Consider 
' today the food we eat, the clothes we 
wear, the houses we live in, the car 
we drive, for which we are depen-

tion the loving Heavenly Father who 
is above all. In most cases the so- 
called opponent of organization is an 
ardent worker in building one. The 
only difference is that he aspires to 
be the persident, general manager, 
and board of trustees — all at the 
same time. To find the least common 
denominator of the whole matter we 
will discover the spirit of insubordi- 
nation. The remedy is a deep love for 
God and the ability to “esteem others 
better than ourselves” which are pre- 
requisites for Christian service. 

The Assemblies of God fellowship 
is a means toward an end, and that 
end is the united effort of believers 
in fulfilling the Great Commission 
while upholding scriptural standards 
of doctrine and conduct. The effec- 
tiveness of the job depends on our co- 
operation, in the same manner that a 
happy marriage is dependent upon 
faithfulness in the marital vows. When 
we welcome and endorse those who 
disregard, and even attack, our com- 
radeship in the ministry we fail our 
fellow-workers who would keep faith

A recent visitor ‘to the editor's of- 
fice was Virgil E. Christian, formerly 
pastor of the Carmichael Assembly 
of God. In response to the editor's 
queries, Brother Christian told a most 
interesting story: Seven and a half 
years ago he was led to the town of 
Carmichael to start a new work. At 
that time he had no ministerial pa- 
pers and little experience, and his 
chief assets were a few friends and 
relatives in the community. He pro- 
ceeded to obtain secular work and in 
his spare time erect a church build- 
ing. For materials he used an army 
surplus structure which was avail- 
able for little money. ..After 15 
months his building, which was his 
own property, was useable for meet- 
ings and he began services with 10 
people, friends and relatives at- 
tending. Thereafter it was one heart- 
ening story of growth. In one year 
the congregation assumed their pas- 
tor’s support. The Sunday school 
averages increased from 87 for the 
first season, to an average of 109 the 
third year. The congregation took 


over the ownership of the building 
and promptly launched on a new 
building project. In midsummer of 
55 a new tabernacle, seating 400, 
put into use, and last year the aver- 
age Sunday school attendance was 
206. The church has bought par- 
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cluded each morning session. The V.B.S. 
closed with a program on Friday evening 
when the children gave a resume of what 
they had learned and recited their memory 
veses. 

This Oakland church is also on the march 
in their building: program; They are now in 
the midst of an extensiv$ remodelling and 
renovation program. They write:” In the 
lower auditorium nine built-in speakers have 
been installed. On the main floor a new 
church office and a new pastor’s office have 
been built . . . Modern ‘light fixtures have 
been installed, and there is wall-to-wall car- 
peting on the floor. The church entrance 
has been modernized with new tile steps 
and new church doors. The foyer has been 
repainted and remodeled with mahogany 
panelling. The nursery is being enlarged 
and remodelled to include washroom facili- 
ties, modern lighting, and ventilating system. 
Classrooms have been repainted and re- 
decorated. The latest project is the young 
married couples’ classroom which is being 
remodeled and repainted and will include 
acoustical tile ceiling, new light fixtures, 
and ventilating system. Plans are in the 
making for complete renovation and remod- 
eling of the Sunday School classrooms to 
provide for the increasing enrollment of the 
Sunday School.”

Smoking Mothers and Heart 
Disease 


Dr. M. F. Ashley Montagu, profes- 
sor of anthropology at Rutgers Uni- 
versity says the increasing incidence 
of heart disease and death can be 
traced to women who smoke during 
pregnancy, “There can be no ques- 
tion that consistent smoking places a 
very dangerous strain on the heart and 
other connected organs,” Montagu 
said, “There is not the least doubt in 
the world that smoking mothers are 
responsible for the increases in car- 
diac trouble.” 


Religion in the U.S. 


The most religious state in the union 
is Rhode Island; least religious is Ore- 
gon, according to a survey of the Na- 
tional Council of Churches: In 27 
states more than 6 per cent of the 
white population belong to churches. 
In 12 states, half of them in New Eng- 
land, Roman Catholics outnumbered 
Protestants. 


What Californians Drink 


A recent release by the State Board 
of Equalization states that the aver- 
age Californian (counting everyone) 
consumed about one quart of beer, 
five ounces of wine, and four ounces 
of distilled spirits each week during 
1956. The average weekly consump- 
tion of milk during the year was 2% 
quarts per person, about the same 
amount of coffee and tea and about 
24 ounces of commerical fruit and 
vegetable juices. 


Army Bans Booze to Boys 


The Army recently banned all al- 
coholic beverages, including 3.2 beer, 
for all reservists and national guards- 
men taking six months active duty 
training if they are under 18% years 
old. The prohibition was effective 
as of February 15th. According to 
news reports the Army said “it acted 
after receiving inquiries, and com- 
plaints from Congressmen.” By some 
strange reasoning the order does not 
apply to regular Army volunteers who 
might be below 18%.

“The cost to the United States of a 
third-world-war might run anywhere 
from one and a half trillion to four 
trillion dollars.” That estimate came 
from Navy Comdr. Eugene R. Blandin 
of the Industrial College of the Armed 
Forces in an address at a national re- 
sources conference, 

“For some reason, major wars in 
the United States have a way of cost- 
ing just about ten times what the pre- 
vious one did,” Blandin said. “The 
war between the States cost $3,900,- 
000,000, the First World War $89,- 
600,000,000 and the Second World 
War cost $386,000,000,000.”

The unit is not a laboratory 
device but a commercial product that 
will be used in television, navigation 
and other jobs.
